‘Hardy Sorvivors Tell 
Ship’s Loss 


London, Apr. 19, 

Almost the lust words of Capt. 
Warburton-Lee, after he had been 
fatally wounded on the bridge of fhe 
destroyer Hardy, were “You can 
swim for it now, boys." He died 
inter on the beach, + 

This story of the Nurvik Fjord 
Dattle was one of many told by the 
survivors of the Hardy as they puss- 
ed through oaonorthern railway 
station to-day on their way to Lon- 
don. 

Able Scaman Dunn said the Mardy 
led the second destroyer flotilla Into 
action {1 a snowstorm about 4 a.m. 
on April 10, The destroyers tor- 
pedoed everything in the harbour, 
four German destroyers and’a num- 
ber of German merchant ships being 
sunk. -Later the Hardy was driven 
aground, 

Capt. Warburton-Lee and other 
officers were fatally wounded. ‘ The 
survivors jumped ftom the ship as 
she capsized ‘und swnm about 200 
yards through ice-cold water to the 
shore. 

“The Germans were firing on “us 


+}.a8 we swam. When we swam ashore 


we made for three cottages on the 
cliff where we were very Isindly 
treated and some of us were supplied 
with all sorts of clothing, Including 
some women’s " wearing, apparel,” 
sald Dunn, 

The survivors then walked about 
15 miles to a village. which they 
reached’ about nightfall, the wound- 
ed being carried in improvised am- 
bulances, ° To kecp one-man warm, 
he was wrapped In window curtains

After being damaged the Hardy 
had to run for the beach. She kept 
firing as she made for the shore and 
the crew believe a number of hits 
was made on German vessels, 

The survivors, when they arrive 
in London this afternoon, will drive 
In omnibuses to the Horse Guards 
Parade. where they will, be welcomed 
by the Board of the Admiralty.

REVENGE 


 Hostilities. In Village 
Near Shanghai 


, Shanghal, -Apr. 19. 
“The Evening ‘Post reported to-day 
that Japanese troops, avenging 
guerilla action, early to-day sct fire 
to houses at Chutin, five miles west 
of Shanghal, after ‘dragging the 


-yvomen from the village and {ssulng 


n warning to shoot anyone trying to 
flee. Thereafter, rifle fire was heard, 
Indicating that the querllas had re- 
turned and clashed with the Japanese. 

Trucklonds of Japanese. troops 
rushed to the village from Shanghai 
during the night; accompanied . by 
half n dozen tanks, The Japanese 
held ‘the village, responsible for 
sheltering the guerillas. 

A Chinese . woman, who reached 
the International Settlement in tt 
wounded ‘condition yesterday, report- 
ed that the Japanese carly on Tucs- 
day killed 200 Chinese clvilions in 
Paoznl, a few miles west of Shanghai, 
nfter the guerillas had Killed two 
Japanese soldiers. 

According to the paper, many 
farmers were arrested as guerillas 
and exceuted. The Japanese ore 
also suspecting Japanese-controlled 
Chinese troops of having conspired 
with the guerillas. 

The paper quoted one Chinese re- 
port from Soochow which alleged 
that a detachment of Japanese 
controlied Chinese troops, which ar- 
rival in Soochow from = Shanghal 
recently, have been surrounded, dis- 
armed ond Jnterned, The oMcers are 
at present being questloned.—
